Legislature advocating a uniform 
Federal inheritance tax to replace 
all State inheritance tax measures 
and to provide for apportionment of 
moneys thus collected among the 
States. 


The convention also adopted reso- 
lutions opposing Senator Gates'’s 
proposed amendment to the in- 
heritance law which would make a 
deep cut tn the higher schedules of 
the inheritance tax law and allow 
payment of inheritance taxes in in- 
stallments over a period of ten 
years. Officers of the Stete con- 
troller’s office spoke in favor of Sen- 
ator Kehoe’s bill which would make 
lighter reductions of higher 
schedules. 

County treasurers lead opposition 
against Senator Scott's bill to permit 
banks to give surety bonds as se- 
curity for deposit of public moneys. 
They reported the change would 
limit the market for school district 
and similar bonds and the conven- 
tion adopted resolutions opposing 
the measure. 

Assemblyman Doran's bill requir- 
ing the advertising in newspapers in 
each school district where newspa- 
pers are published of delinquent tax 
lists was also opposed by the con- 
vention. 

Assemblyman J. Stanley Brown's 
bill to transfer the functions of irri- 
Zation districts to county officials 
was to be taken up late today by the 
joint legislative committee of the 
tax collectors, auditors, treasurers, 
recérders and appraisers and at- 
torneys of the State inheritance tax 
collectors’ office. 

A joint resolution urging the en- 
actment of bills before Congress for 
the creation of a Federal depart- 
ment of education will be presented 
to the State Legislature Monday by 
Assemblywoman Hughes when the 
forty-third biennial session is re- 
stimed, it was announced today. 

The measure provides for a Feder- 
al appropriation of $100,000,000 an- 
nually to be used in co-operation 
with the States In the elimination 
of illiteracy, education in citizen- 
ship, physical and health education 
and in equalization of educational 
opportunities throughout the States. 
California's annual share of the fund 
$2,594,441, according to 
E. R. Snyder, commissioner of voca- 
tional education.

THE SPIRIT OF THE LEAGUE 


‘é REATEST of all human documents” is the verdict of thirty. peoples 
on the proposed constitution for the League of Nations. Many 

, . Americans see in it a new Declaration of Independence: the English 
hail it as a greater Magna Charta; France regard#-it as the logical sequence 
of her Declaration of Rights; while a score of little nations acclaim it a docu- 
ment that insures their deliverance from political and economic serfdom. 
The Times greets it as a blessed’ consummation for which it has long striven 
and devoutly hoped. 


But, American origin and records an 
amazing triumph o erican idea e is a coterie in Congress, apt 
characterized by Mr. Taft as “Little Americans,” whose narrow th te 
and static intellects have failed to grasp the spirit of its covenants. They 
imagine they can answer the burning question, “After the war, what?” by 
turning back the hands of the clock of destiny. They have failed to grasp 
significance of that warning from the high military command of the 
Allies that science has made such advances in the art of destruction that 
the nations must either unite to annihilate war or war will annihilate them. 
These objectors are neither disloyal nor insincere. They possibly have 
the interests of their country as much at heart as President Wilson and Mr. 
Taft; but they have not felt the impulsion that has carried the United States 
an isolated position on the western rim of civilization into the very 
heart of the world, They still dream of the security once afforded by the 
expanse of water separating America from Europe; they imagine that civiliza- 
tion can continue to exisit half slave and half free; and they respond to the 
humanitarian instinct that is bringing the peoples of the world together in 
common unity and accord, “Am | my brother's keeper?’ 
_ President Wilson and Mr. Taft have caught the spirit of the League of 
Nations; they have perceived its moral mandate and felt its strength. While 
Little Americans’ are carping about the form, the men with broader visions 
oistered in the halls of Congress, the objectors have not yet discov- 
ered how far they are out of harmony with the times. They do not seem 
to be aware that a people in movement crosses a century in a fortnight and 
they argue that common prudence warns all Americans to avoid ‘entangling 
alliances. But the great masses of common people know that there are times 
in the history of nations, as of individuals, when reason must be reinforced 
by faith; for faith is a requisite in temporal as wel! as in spiritual things. 


Il. 


HEN Galileo announced for the first time his conviction that the earth 
moved he had common sense arrayed solidly against him. When 
the statesmen of the American colonies drafted a constitution uniting 

under a republican form of government they were casting prudence 

to the winds. The pages of history were strewn with the wrecks of democ- 

racies. The republic of Poland had just lost alike its freedom and its sov- 

ereignty, The experience of twenty centuries proved that no government 
on equal suffrage could endure. 

Sincere men argued with the full consciousness of conviction that a 
league of states, wherein each should have equal senatorial representation, 
the little as much as the great, would be a league of folly. Between the 
Puritan of Massachusetts and the cavalier of ‘Virginia there was little in com- 
mon. The colonies were not free from the hates of conflicting nationalities 
and religions that immigrants brought with them from the fatherlands. Those 
fires burned a century and a half ago almost with volcanic: force. There 
were diversities of climate, soil, customs and beliefs that then seemed hope- 
lessly incompatible. 

Problems were agitated that were undeniably unsolvable. It was 
plain from the outset that on the question of slavery they would never 
agree. The Puritan trembled for his morals and the cavalier for his priv- 
ileges; for giving national sovereignty precedence over State sovereignty 
placed each commonwealth at the mercy of every other. There was a clash 
of principles, which no compromise could adjust. Many a Gordian knot 
was cut when those controversial questions were eliminated from the final 
draft of the Constitution; but the important thing was that the Constitution 
was written and ratified, the colonies were unified under a single govern- 
ment, and the principles of liberty and equal suffrage, voiced 2000 years 
before among peoples that had vanished from the earth, received their tri- 


ication. 

HERE is not an argument advanced by Representative Fess in his speech 
in Congress against the League of Nations that was not urged against 
the Federal Union in 1789. The term “entangling alliances’ was used 

in colonial arguments against the union of States before it was applied to 
foreign relations. Senator Poindexter joined with Representative Fess in 
threshing out old straw. They do not seem to realize that they are not 
ing to the people in the language of their’ generation. They are of 
e caliber of the men who bolted the colonial conventions called to indorse 
the Declaration of Independence, who argued sincerely but stupidly against 
the indorsement of the Federal Constitution, who took public occasion to 
regret the “affront given to nations with whom we now enjoy the most 
cordial relations’ embodied in the Monroe Doctrine, who urged upon Lincoln 
the dire possibilities that might follow the promulgation of the Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation. They are the “conscientious objectors,” common to 
every people and generation, who cannot see the forest for the trees, the 
city for the houses; who see only the crack in the Liberty Bell, only the 
spots on the sun. | 

Breadth of vision distinguishes the statesmen from the politician. Those 
who keep abreast the advance of human progress must be able to detect the 
moment when an old deduction is negatived by the appearance of a new 
fact. When the first division of our Liberty Army set foot on the soil of 
France, America had crossed the Rubicon; the isolation of the nineteenth 
century was ended. Whether we approve or not, the destiny of this country 
is now linked with that of the great powers with which we became associated 
in the war of deliverance. 

Why did Jefferson advocate an alliance between Puritan Massachusetts 
and cavalier Virginia, between the Quakers of Pennsylvania and the Hugue- 
nots of Carolina, and not between the new republic and the old empires of 
Europe? Because in the new world there was a unity of aspirations; 
colony sought equality of opportunity, sought religious, political, economical 
and industrial freedom. And just as soon as they were united, the greed 
for territorial acquisition among the separate States was forever abolished. 
At that time there was no community of ideals between this country and 
any European power; any alliance would have been a cohabitation of democ- 
racy and despotism. It was a warning that the new republic with its equal 
suffrage must not risk “its liberties by any alliance with a country in which 
the people were not in possession of their own government. That condition 
no longer. exists in the nations with which we would be associated in the 
new league. : 

Unity of command is a necessary sequence to unity of ideals. Have 
these “Little Americans” such short memories that they are not aware that 
the fourteen fundamentals forming the framework of the League of Nations 
were promulgated by an American President and were all hammered on 
the anvil of a hundred years of republican government in America? 


IV. 

HE. League of Nations is an American ideal; it is the American solution 
T of the problems growing out of the world war. For many years Gen. 
Otis and The Times labored earnestly for the development and triumph 

of this idea—to end wars and insure the safety and integrity of all peoples. 
The plan has been accepted by our Allies partly on faith awakened by the 
success of the American federation. For us to turn back now would be to 

deny faith in our own institutions. 

are unsolved problems, to be sure, in the formation of the 
League of Nations. But let us remember that it is a league based not on 
convenience, but on necessity. This generation has just passed through a 
war that drenched the earth in blood, that shook the foundations of society 
and threatened to demolish the whole edifice, that loosed wild passions not 

yet brought back within legal restraint and that disclosed—most menacin 
of all—that the advances of science threaten to perfect a weapon by which 


a whole people may be wiped out. 


This truth is proclaimed by the Allied statesmen and warriors who have 
fought the world conflict to a successful conclusion. They have warned the 
people that means of wholesale destruction have been indicated by scientihe 
discoveries made during the last three years, which would make it possible 
for an air invasion to loose poisonous gases that would destroy the whole 
population of a city as effectively as the gases from Mont Pelee blotted out 
the cities at its base. 

After the war what? The statesmen and thinkers of the Allied countries 
give us a single answer: either a League of Nations that will make future wars 
impossible or another war still more terrible than that through which we 
have just passed. A war which no country will be able to evade, a war 
which it is hardly possible that civilization itself can survive. This war is 
the only alternative those “Little Americans” can offer to a League of Nations. 
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LOYD GRORGE’'s TROUBLES. 

This ig the day in which the spirits of 
strong men are being tested as they never 
were before. No crisis has ever demanded 
so much or taken such heavy toll of the 
world’s leaders. On the results of their 
labors never have hinged such momentous 
results for all mankind. 

We in America are apt to picture Pres!i- 
dent Wilson as bearing the largest share 
of the general load. And in truth, as rep- 
resentative of the strongest nation, hig re- 
sponsibilities are excessive and his influ 
Again, when a cowardly 
assassin struck at the life of Georges Clem- 
enceal, the task imposed or this one states- 
man, the head of the Peace Conference, was 
uppermost in every mind. Truly the Tiger 
of France has endured vicissitudes sufficient 
to crush a leader of less lasting metal. 

The lst of the strong constractionists 
engaged in making the world safe for de. 
mocracy is indeed a long one, And each 
and evéry one of them carries a heavy 
cross in the cause of humanity. But none 
has had to shoulder such a mass of con- 
fiieting responsibilities or plow bis way 
through such a sea of troubles as David 
Lloyd George, the Premier-elect of the Brit- 
ish people. 

For all practical purposes the little fight- 
ing Welshman is autocrat of the British 
Empire, with its dominions and colonies and 
scattered dependencies. He is autocrat be- 
cause the people so willed it; because there 
was no other leader to whom all sect 
and ranks and classes cared to entrust their 
safety and their interests. And having 
placed this confidence in him, everyone ex- 
pects his especial interests to be favored; 
everyone will hold him to a strict accqpunt 
for the smallest slip or failure in the pro- 
gramme, 

So in his own country, apart from the 
herculean task of international reconstruc- 
tions In which he is taking a major role, 
David Lloyd George hag to handle the work 
of a dozen trained officials. Moreover, he 
is beset by hostile politicians at home 
whose animosity exceeds anything to which 
American statesmen are subjected. 

Though supported by the best elements 
in British democracy, Lioyd George has 
made enemies who, though in a minority, 
are strong and bitter in their antagonism. 
In the first place the old reactionary Tories 
who have never forgiven him his fight 
against hereditary bondage and vested priv- 
flege. At the opposite pole fs lined up the 
red section of the laborite party who once 
expected to use him as a tool and resent 
his vigorous fight against Bolshevism in 
all its various ugly shapes. In the center 
are the Sinn Fein Irish rebels who have 
wrecked the old home-rule party and who 
cannot forget how the Premier supported 
that party in its long fight for constitutional 
liberty. 

All these combined forces are making 
Lloyd George's task difficult and dangerous 
The “reds” by fomenting strikes In London 
and Belfast and among the railroad men 
and the miners are leaving no stone un- 
turned to destroy all law and order in the 
British Isles. These outbreaks Lloyd George 
has to quell at the very time when the 
Peace negotiations in Paris require his at- 
tention. His failure to handle the trouble- 
breeders in British labor circles would have 
an effect stretching far beyond the confines 
of Britain. It would be construed every 
where as a triumph for anarchy. 

In addition to his troubles at home, with 
the departure of President Willson, the 
chief responsibilities for pushing along the 
peace programme at the conference de- 
volves on David Lioyd George. And here 
again he must keep the wheels moving and 
reconeile dozens of conflicting claims. 

He must do nothing that will jeopardize | 
the trade and commerce of his own coun- 
try, for it was largely owing to the efforts 
of English business men that he was re- 
elected by so large a majority. At the 
same time he has to study carefully the 
trend of public opinion in the United States 
and British colonial possessions lest a false 


step should imperil the success of the peace 
negotiations. British soldiers are demand- 


ing speedy demobilization. France 
asks for a continued occupation of 
the Rhine country till the outcome | 
has been clarified. The decision 
rests with him. , 

Lioyd George has agreed to Presi- 
dent Wilson's request for a manda- 
tory control of the late German colo- 
nies under authority of the League 
of Nations. Australia and New Zea- 
land expect to be granted sole pos- 
Session of the Pacific islands once 
owned by Germany. Both parties 
look to the British Premier for an 
equitable adjustment. And the Tory 
party is watching him like a hawk 
to raise against him their old cry 
of “Little Englander” if he fails 
to satisfy the imperialistic ambi- 
tions of any colonial. faction that 
took up arms in defenge of the moth- 
er country. 

With the signing of the armistice 
the cares of the British leader have 
not been mitigated—they have in- 
creased and multiplied. And this 
one man has already for over four 
years borne the heaviest part of the 
British war burden. From Minister 
of Munitions to Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and finally to the high- 
est post in the gift of the British 
nation this indomitable fighter has 
had under hig charge at one time or 
another every important stake in 
the winning of the great fight. He 
alone of all the Buropean statesmen 
has carried it through from start to 
finish and never faltered or failed 
under any task imposed upon him. 

And so we see the brave little 
Welshman today, refusing the rest 
his past triumphs have so well 
earned for him, buckling down to 
the solving of the stern problems 
that will confront the world, ficht- 
ing for that orderly democracy that 
is dear to every loyal American 
heart—tearlessly dDraving his enemies 
at home and ebroad, courteously 
and tactfully reconciling the differ- 
ences between his friends and asso- 
clates and whole-heartedly doing his 
duty in the great field of action unto 
which it has pleased God to call him.

INCOME TAX 


LAW RULES. 


John P. Carter, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for the sixth dis- 
trict of California, says he conside®® 
the following salient features of the 
néw income tax law vitally im- 


oughout the ten southern ‘coun- 
tiles of California. 

The collector was particular to 
explain that the Bureau of Intern4él 
Revenue is solely an administrative 
office not connected with the enact- 
ment of law, nor permitted to con- 
strue its enacted provisions, this latter 
being reserved for the Attorney- 
General of the United States. He 
further stated ‘that decisions are 
promulgated from time to time y 
the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and that 
when s0 issued those decisions have 
the full force and effect of law. 

The joca] interral revenue office, 
opstating under the law and those 
decisions, ig earnestly desirous of 
co-operating with the taxpey@rs to 
the end that any possible de- 
linquency may be avoided. 

THE LAW'S REQUIREMENTS. 


The Income Tax Act requires that 
every single person; every married 
person not living with wife or hus- 
band and every head of a family, 
having a net income of $1000 or 
more during the year 1918, and 
every married person living with 
husDand or wife having a separate 
or joint net income of $2000 during 
the game year, shall file return not 
later than March 15 next on blank 
forms provided by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. Persons having 
net incomes of $5000 or less file on 


individual Form 1040A, and in the}. 
case of farmers, accompanied by a 


supplemental information sheet of 
instructions, Form 1040F. Persons 
having @a net income of $5000 or 
over file on Form 1040. Corpora- 
tions will be supplied with form 
known as Form 1031, this form also 
making provision for the return of 
excess profits taxes. Under the 
provisions of the new law the ex- 
cess profit taxes do not apply to in- 
dividuals. 

In addition to the above formes 
every partnership will be required 
to file a return as will also everyd 
person, @ cluding partnership or 
corporations paying to enother net 
income from salaries, rent, wares, 
interest and similar sources tn ex- 
cess of $1000, this being known as 
an information form. 

CONCERNING EXEMPTIONS. 

A new provision, which has been 
somewhat misunderstood, is that re- 
lating to eorporations which are 
exempt under one portion of the 
law, but are not exempt under an- 
other section thereof. Religious, 
fraternal beneficiary societies, so- 


cial and similar organizations, and 
clubs, including societies for the 
prevention of cruelty to children and 


animals, and having no net income 
which inures to any private in- 
dividual, are not required to file re- 
turns under the income tax section. 
If, however, any of these corpora- 
tions, Or those of similar nature, 
have annual dues, initiation fees, 
etc,, amounting to $10 or more, they 
are required in certain instances to 
Pay special tax, or if any of the 
above pay Interest, rent, wages, 
salaries, ete., to another in | excess 
of $1000, they ere required ‘to file 
information form. 
TIME OF PAYMENT. 


The law will requird that at least 
one-fourth of the tax due shall be 
paid at the time of the filing of the 
return, that is, March 15, next. No 
gseneral extensions of time will be 
‘granted, either to corporations or 
individuals, However, where it is 
found in exceptional cases that suf- 
fictent information is not at hand on 
which to compile the data required 
to compute the returns a tentative 
report muaty be filed, tax paid on the 
estimated tax due and if In excess of 
the amount actually. found to be 
due such excess may be applied on 
later installments. Also an exten- 
sidn of time in special cases may be 
granted by reason of the sickness or 
absence of the individual, or of a 
principal officer of a corporation in 


which case, however, interest at the 


rate of % of 1 per cent. per month 
will be charged on the length of 
time that the payment is delaved 
beyond March 15, and no extension 
of time will be granted beyond the 
date of subsequent installments 
when due at the’regular time.

Yankees Exterminate Many 
Undesirable Inhabitants. 


Cooties’ Destruction Told of 
by “Times” Man. 


Religion Camouflage, Says

The office of literature is as wide- 
spread and universal as civilization 
itself. It surveys and records the 
events which the varied relations of 
human lifé bring forth; i delineates 
whatever is real and actual, and pre- 
sents pictures of life and mannefs, 


dtawn alike from the palaces of 
princes, the throngs of cities, the 
tents of the Tartar, the caravan of 
the wilderne@s, or thé great fields 
where the stormy tides of battle ebb 
and flow. It*présents a panorama of 
the world, shifting from mountain 
to cataract, from the bending flower 
to the tall fir, “fit for the mast of 
some proud admiral.” It observes 
and depicts the present, but its pow- 
or is not restrictéd. It récords and 
classifies the past, it the rise 

and fall of empires, it tracks the ad- 
vanes and halt of civilization, it tells 
the great story of the contest for 
constitutional and loves to 
linger by the grave of Hampden or 
the tomb of Washington. It is the 
treasury of the merchant who seeks 
‘new ventures; it is the prophet of 
the politician, and the rewarder of 
the statésman, who may read, while 
he yet livés, the verdict which an 
impartial posterity may catch from 
its lips. 

Neither is its province confined to 
the past. It fixes aad embodies the 
dream of the poet and the création 
of the dramatist. It opens a realm 
beyond the limits of time and space. 
it peoples earth, and air, and heaven 
with inhebitants, such as no mortal 
vision eVer beheld. It combines all 
grand and beautiful idees in shape 


and form to whieh dull reality is a 
etranzer. It unites the nobiest 
thoughts with the noblest actions. It 
portrays the concéptions of thé artist 
and the poét in words more durable 
than marble, and spreads them far 
on the wings of the wind. 

But ff it be the “apostie of the 
ideal,” it ie none the less the ob- 
server of the actual 4nd thé real. It 
follows in the footet of lence 
and perpétuates its 
coming ages. “Tt ie the handmaid 
of the philosopher, and sits watchful 
and reverent at his feet.” 

Tt is difficult to describe a power 
which is infinite as the human mind 
and as “broad and general ‘as the 
casing air.” It is not so difficult to 
speak of literature, aa it regards the 
seciety in which We live. 

We are engaged as a community 
in’ deyeloping the world’s greatest 
e are rearing our own 
st en, watching the dévelop- 
ment of intellects which will poten- 
tiaNy shape our future, and the 
necessity, of our mutual operation in 
the advancement of our nation is 
scarcely to be exaggerated. 

We have formed and are continu- 
ing to form a distinctive history of 
our oWn; we are introducing pleas- 
ing or startling episddes into the bi- 
ographies of mén. A few years and 
the youngést of us will have passed 
away, but the events which the re- 
portér now lightly records will be 
introduced alike into the nursery 
song and into the novels and poems 
and history of the people. If uncon- 
sciously we be rearing a Cervantes, 
let not ovr vagaries furnish him with

ARLON (Luxemburg) Jan. 25.— 
NOt the least attractive of six beau- 
tiful royal sisters is Princess Char- 
lotte of Luxemburg and Nassau. 
\who, in consequence of the abdica- 
tion of her elder sister, Princess 
Marie Adelaide, has become Grand 
Duchées of this tiny .but historic 
principality, and assumed its Oaken 
crown. 

Twenty-two years of age, the new 
Grand Duchess is gay and demv- 
cratic in her matiners. She lias, 
however, a far greater measure of 
good common. sense.than her 
poted elder sister who, naturally 
wilful, has beén thoroughly spoiled 
by certain of her relatives and mein- 
bers'of her entourage before she 
came to the throne, and she hase 
many sterling qualities. During the 
war. she was a devoted nurse to the 
wounded in the municipal hospital 
of what is now her capital. 

» In October last. her engagement 
Was announced to Prince Felix of 
Bourbon-Parma,. younger brother of 
the Empreés of Austria. Probabiy 
the person least pleased by this news 
was the former Kaiser Wilhelm, who 
persistentiy persecuted the Grand 
Duchy of Luxemburg from the out- 
break of the war, and had set his 
heart on annexing it to Germenry. 
For Princes Félix of Bourbon-Par- 
ma, like his brother, Prince Sixtus, to 
whom the Austrian Emperor ad- 
dressed his famous péace letter, has 
not only béen proe-Ally from the be- 
ginning. but fought agaihet Ger- 
many as an artillery ‘officer in the 
Belgian army. 

THE FAMILY HISTORY. 


The new Grand Duchess is the 
pecond of the six daughters of the 
Grand Duke William of Luxémbure 
and Nassau, who died in 1812. The 
eldest Of these royal damsels—a!ll 
of whose names énd with Wilhélmina 
~~Marie Adelaide, who abdicated so 
recently, was crowned on February 
25. 1912. She was then 17. and only 
three months short of her eighteenth 
birthday and majority. In the 
meantime her mother, férmerly 
Princess of Braganza and Infanta 
of Portugel. acted as Regent. This 
was merely a continuation of office, 
for during the previous four vears 
the Grand Duke had been tncapaci- 
tated by mental and physical 
paralysis, the burden of state affairs 
thus falling entirely upon the should- 
ers of his consort. 

The new Grand Duchess of Lux- 
embure will rule over a community 
numbering some 250.000 # persons. 
She will be posseased of virtually 
autocratic sovereignty. for the «mall 
legislative body is only in session for 


hardly any powers of restraint up- 
on the monarch. Moréover, there 
is a great fortune to be included. 
worth some %$590.900.009 which is 
here by every right, and makes her 
quite independent of the civil list 
of $460,000 add. 

This fortune was amassed for the 
most part by the Dukés of Nassau, 
when they were driven into exile in 
Austria, through the prosperity of

Tt ie sOmewheére said that “‘litera- 
ture, like many other graces and 
glories of civilization, finds strength 
and purity by being transplanted, 
éven as the juices of the grape ac- 
‘quire a eWeéter flavor by the voyage 
across the wave, and are richer in 
a distant land than on the soil that 

ave them birth.” And so has our 
iterature, like a vigorous plant em- 
bedded in a new soll, become state- 
lier and taller under a new sun. Let 
us cherish our exotic with parental 
care: let us enfich the soll with 
thought: let us be ever watehful of 
the weeds that may thrust them- 
éélves in to stunt ite growth, and our 
jabore will bear with them their own 
reward. 

There is no civilized community 
but ought to contribute ite share to 
the sum tétal of the literary wealth 
of the world. The phrase, “republic 
of letters,” is no unmeaning term. 
“It is not governed by a central pow- 
er; it has neither palaces, thrones 
nor guards. Ite mightiest names 
hate sprung from the people, 
and its brightest flowers have 
bloomed in the recesses of humble 
and provincial lft. Shakespearé 
grew to the full stature of intel- 
lectual manhood on the banks of 
the Avon: Michael Angelo had 
dreamed of the terrors and splendors 
of the last judgment, before he had 
wandered in the galleries of Lo- 
renzo.” 

In our own country Emerton, and 
Whittier, and Longfellow, and 
Holmes, and Poe, and Miller, and a 
Gozen others who have made Amer- 
ica famous in the annals of litera-

ECONOMIC CHANGES. 

The real significance of the little 
revolution which has é<aken place 
in Luxemburg is not dynastic, but 
economic. The abdication of the 
Grand Duchess Marie Adelaide is 
symbolical The German sy mpe- 
thies she had manifested during the 
War had made her unpopular with 
Rer own people and unacceptablo 
tO France. Her going is not a sign 
of any abatement of Luxemburg's 
desire for continual existence as an 
independent state-—-the accession of 
Princess Charlotte is clear lisproot 
of that—but it doe? mean that a 
great shange-over in the economic 
policy of Luxemburg is to be one 
of © outcOmes of Germany's war. 

Luxemburg, with its quarter of a 
million population, formed part of 
the German Customs Union. This. 
so far as treaty provisions were con. 
cerned, rémained the case until only 
a few days aco. Contending in the 
Luxemburg Chamber that the dix-

One of the sécrets of London's de- 
fénsée against air raids i# now re- 
vealed, that is In print. was téo 
big and prominent a “secret” to be 
eénoealed from thé eyed of hundreds 
of thousands of people—these big 
“sausage” balloons high in the sky, 
with huge néts suspended from them, 
but they were nonexistént, or sup- 
poséd to be, so far as the columns 
of the newspapers were concerned. 

Now that there is no more danger 
of air raids on London. it t permis- 
sible to do more than mention 
great screens of néts which were sus- 
pended around the city to keep off” 
the Gothas. They were not nets in 
the ordinary sense.

The first neta were very crude and 
net of much r bility. it height 
was too low, and the time taken in 
raising them when a raid was siz- 
nalled was too great.

“No doubt this coun madé a 
lot of mistakes about the time it 
went into the war,” he admitted, 
“but there is one mistake that it did 
not make—it did not underestimate 
the job. When we proposed that a 
new port at Bordeaux he built on 
the marshy land above the old 
town, French engineers said, ‘What 
you are planning would take ten 
years of valuable time.” I am told 
that Uncle Sam finished the job in 
six months and fifteen days. 

“In doing so this country provided 
that port with a railroad yard boast- 
ing of 206 miles of standard-gauge 
track and twenty-six = of sto- 
race warehouses. Any t e of these 
warehouses would hold a three days’ 
supply of balenced rations for an 
army. of 2,000,000 men. The yards 
at St. Nazaire are still larger. Prac- 
tically a new pOrt was created at 
Brest. And these are only three of 
the nine great ports where Amer- 
ican munitions and supplies were 
landed. It was not what we did to 
Fritz so much as what he knew we 
were going to do to him that ended 
the war.” 

Dr. Francis stated that the Brit- 
ish government's estimate of the 
war's cost is $450,000,000,000. He 
lauded Great Britain for her great 
accomplishments during the war, 
and called attention to her colossal 
activities, especially during the first 
two years of the conflict.

31.—There is living today in Papeete 
an old man known as Donat, and in 
ne heart among the were 
honored by the friendship of the 
late Robert Louis Stevenson i the 
romanticist's memory more reverent- 
ly enshrined than in the heart of 
Donat. 

Donat, a half-caste gentleman, was 
tmmortalized by Stevenson's “In the 
South Seas,” wherein the author de- 
scribes the bilood-curdling ghost 
stories of the Paumotus recounted 
to him by Donat. The many kind- 
nesses shown Stevenson at Fakarava 
by Donat made the latter an object 
of affectionate remem brancethrough- 
out the author’s subsequent life. 

Together they passed a month at 
Pakarava. Stevenson, wearied by 
the long voyage through the Mar- 
queeas isiands, hed rented a house 
in order to rest ashore for a season. 
Denat, in the temporary absence of 
the administrator of the Paumotus, 
was in cha of the affairs of the 
government house near by. In the 
grounds of the latter waa the only 

garden on the island. 
Many tons of soil had been brought 
from Tahiti to make it productive, 
ae the natural formation of all t 
Paumotu Islands is coral, eand and 
rubble. 

‘Denat knew that nothing could be 
more welcome to a white man after 
months of sea fare than such prod- 
woe as the garden afforded. Ac- 
cordingly. every morning at 8 o'clock

no fietitious “free” service that Is 
charged for in advance in the price 
of the car: no fictitious claims for 
merit or performance that cannot 
be easily proved. 

“ "The application of simple hon- 
esty at these vita) points will pro- 
vide the eurest possible guarantee 
for a healthy future for those 
dealers and manufacturers who 
have vision enough and courage 
enough to follow a straight line.”

CAUGHT IN A SNOWSTORM.

At one point thsy were un- 
able to obtain gasoline, but con- 
tinued the trip on kerosene. which 
they obtained from two  ianterns 
found in a roadside shack. 

On the return trip the weather 
conditions were even worse, the 
snow having piled up across the 
tratis in deep drifts, especially in 
Lother Pass. which is 7900 feet in 
altitude.

Suffice it to say that we got 
through all right. and our wives 
were mighty glad to see us roll 
safely into Stockton.”

This trouble may be 
eliminated by having the alignment 
of the wheels checked up a couple 
of times a year and as often as a 
bump or accident might lead one 
to suspect that they had been 
hnocked out of line. 

One mistake in driving that costs 
much tire wear consists in the com- 
mon failing of driving up to «6 
stopping p at twenty-five mile 
an hour and then throwing on the 
brakes. This locks the wheels and 
the tires are ecraped along for 
some yards and inevitably leave 
some of their rubber on the way. 
|A similar failure comes frcm the 
tires striking a sharp stone or simi- 
lar object.

« Back to-the Land.” 


HE expression “back to the land,” as 

applied to the movement for getting 
city dwellers out of their flats and into 
agricultural production, has a funny sound 
to people who have sever been guilty of 
raising even a garden radish. “To the 
land,” would come more nearly fitting the 
case of the man whose sole tie to the soil is 
the fact that his father or great-grandfather 
before him raiséd corn. 

The frayed, use-worn slogan thet has so 
long been used by thoughtful obsérvers. of 
modern conditions and echoed by real estate 
men with land to sell has at last, however, 
acquired a new and more applica>ie mean- 
ing. “Back to the land,” is the warning cry 
‘taised by the Federal Department of Agri- 
‘culture as more and more thousands of men 
and boys, drafted from the farms by the 
war industries of the cities, step out of the 
plants to which they were once so eagerly 
welcomed and look about them for places 
in the peace industries of the same great 
centers of population. “Back to the land!” 
is the appealing call sent out by innumer- 
able agricultural communities to these same 
born-to-theland workers as they stand hest- 
tating at the dcors of the factories that 
now have no mére use for the great mass 
of them. 

Some startling figures showing how agrioul.- 
tural America was drawn upon by the war 
have just been issued by Washington. Read- 
ing them, one wonders how the farmers of 
the country ever managed to produce the 
record-breaking crops of 1918, even with the 
aid of the farm tractor and the patriotic 
army of city workers who rushed to their 
assistance. One million of the 400,000 men 
in actual military and naval service, we 
are told, came from the farming communities 
of the country. More astounding, however, 
(for the farms have always furnished their 
quota of men in war time) is the statement 
of the Department of Labor that 1,500,000 
men quit agricultural ‘pursuits to go into 
the factories and shipyards engaged in 
high-pressure work for the government. 

If these statistics are correct, it means 
that American agriculture was drained of 


2,500,000 men as the direct result of the 


war. It stands—to reason that farm labor 
conditions in tke United States cannot auto- 
matically return to a prewar basis this year. 
it may be many years, in fact, before the 
effect of the artificially accelerated move- 
ment from the farms to the cities can be 
counteracted and it is not to be wondered 
at that the United States Department of 
Agricilture is placing the problem of the 
readjustment of farm jabor conditions above 
almost any other of its"contemplated activi- 
ties for 1919. 

A considerable proportion of the men in 
the army who are themselves land owners 
or the sons of farmers will, it may be rea- 
sonably assumed, again take up agriculture. 
{fthere is anything tn the theory that their 
experiences in the great campaigns in Eu- 
rope have wedded soldiers generally to the 
out-of-door life, this proportion may be for- 
tunately very large, although it may actually 
turn out that the farmer boys will want to 
go to the cities and the city men to the 
country. Assuming that the young men 
owning land or to whom farm ownership 
through inherétancé is assured do nearly all 
intend to come back, there remain serious 
factors that niake the farm labor outlook 
for the next harvestsa bit gloomy. A large 
part of the army may remain in Europe 
throughout the year, thereby keeping sever- 
al hundred thousand of the young soldiers 
from the. agricultural communities on the 
othr side of the water. And of the men of 
agricultural America who do return there 


is bound to be a great class whose attitude 
toward returning to farming will bd 
problematical. These are the young men 
whose relation to agriculture has been that 


{ of hired laborers. The situation with re- 


spect to the farm workers in the war indus- 


tries furnishes sufficient evidence in this;|* 


respect. 

In the vast army that was engaged in war 
industries the demobilization is increasing- 
ly rapid. Of the 1,500,000 farm men in this 
army, by far the greater propartion were 
unquestionably agricultural laborers before 
the war. They were attracted away from 
their accustomed occupations by the double 
appeal of the high war-time wages paid to 
workers in the various industries drafted 
by Uncle Sam and the insistent suggestion 
of the factory. and shipyard recruiters that 
theirs’ was the most patriotic service pos- 
sible. The call for increased food produc- 
tion found the farmers themselves ready, 
but their help went swarming to the cities. 
And there, the men at the head of the gov- 
ernment’s agricultural work fear, they will 
remain unless heroic measures are taken 
to get them back to the farms. 


The extraordinary wages paid under the 
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CO-OPERATION, NOT PATERNALISM, 
| NEED OF AMERICAN FARMERS. 


ASHINGTON.—The immediate future 
W holds no likelihood of either an over- 

production of farm products or of 
plentiful farm labor at low prices, Clarence 
Ousley, Assistant tary of Agriculture, 
said recently. 

Mr. Ousley impressed the necessity. of 
State co-operation with the Department of 
Agriculture in order that Federal patronage 
without corresponding State and local sus- 
tenance may not usurp the fleld. He de- 
clared also that farmers should look no 
longer to the Federal government for the 
continuing exercise of extraordinary powers 
in behalf of agriculture or any other ele- 
ment. 

“The farmer,” said Mr. Ousley, “should be 
the last man to surrender his persona! rights 
of property, as they are represented in the 
price of his commodities, to the control of 
government, for there are more consumers 
than producers and government reflects the 
selfigh interest of the majority.” 
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e spoke against guaranteed prices for 
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One of the Porterville district's fine citrus properties.

pressure of national necessity are getting 
to be a thing of the past as one great plant 
after another readjusts itself to peace condl- 
tions. Nevertheless, it is becoming apparent 
that wages and salaries generally are to 
remain On a somewhat higher basis than in 
years gone by and for the former farm la- 
borer released from a war-ime job this in 
itself is a sufficient inducement to keep him 
anchored to the cities seeking new employ- 
ment. If the farm gets him back, it will have 
to offer him more than ever before in the 
way of both opportunity and comfort. And 
until it gets him back or gets a returning sol- 
dier or someone else in his place the emer- 
gency which calls upon American agricul- 
ture to-outdo itself and feed the world in 
the face of a serious labor-shortage handicap 
will continue and the necessity for univer- 
sal co-operation with the farmers will exist. 
Some of the means evolved by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for meeting the situa- 
tion are now being made public. Secretary 
Houston recently urged the extension of the 
farm loan plan, personal credits and other 
aids to the end of making it possible for 
more and more farm workers to get out of 
the helper class into the class of ownership, 
thereby providing additional incentive to 
men to master farming and get ahead in it. 
The main effort of the department, just now, 
however, seqms to be along the line of plac- 
ing men more or less permanently as help- 
ers on the farms. One of the means suz 
gested for bringing this about is the build- 
ing by farmers generally of better tenant 
houses. Co-operation among farmers for 
the exchange of labor and for the assembling 
of helpers into crews fof rush work in busy 
seabons is also urged upon many sections 
as @ means to insuring steady employment.

“we would come to a wholly artificial sys- 

tem that would break down with a mighty 

crash.” Agriculture, he said, will still be 

subject to the normal and universal eco- 

nomic loss that the war has not changed. 
BIG PART IN WAR WINNING. 


“The extension problems.of the war con- 


sisted chiefly in speeding up the customary 
processes of agricultural production in order 
to supply the larger volume of food and 
feed needed to overcome the decreased pro- 
duction of the countries longest in the war 
and the waste of the war itself. I need 
phardly relate the methods employed by the 
government through the Department of Agri- 
culture and the agricultural colleges,” said 
Mr. Ousley. “You are familiar with the 
facts. You know how the extension forces 
were expanded and you know how the in- 
creased production was obtained. The re- 
sults were highly gratifying and are credit- 
able alike to the farmers and the extension 
forces. 


“For us in the extenston work the question 
arises how we may make the most of the ex- 
tension development which was effected un- 
der stress of War. Weare considerably in ad- 
vance of the progress we could reasonaUly 
have hoped to make under peace conditions. 
It will be a great economic loss to agricul- 
ture if we slip back to the prewar status. 

“What shall be done immediately through 
legislation and appropriation for the next 
fiscal year is a matter to be determined by 
the Congress upon the advice of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and its partners, the 
agricultural colleges. I have the confidtnt 
hope that provision wil) be mgge for main- 
taining such of the tmcreased extension 
forces as should be maintained on the basis 
of efficiency and local support. I fear any 
system of governmental ald which is alto 
gether one-sided and which does not reason. 


ably provide for co-perative support, Fed- 
eral, State and local. A thing which is not 


worth payiag something for is not apprect- 
ated and will not be utilized to the fullest ex- 
tent. Federal patronage without correspond- 
ing State and local sustenance becomes pa- 
ternalistic and is likely to lead either to gov. 
ernmental presumption or lack of local self. 
dependence, or both. 


“I think our first need is to get back to 
the basis of economic and safe farming- 
economic from the standpoint of the farm es 
tablishment, its equipment, and its soil, and 
safe from the standpoint of operation for. 
profit under normal conditions and in the 
face of the risks of weather and markets. As 
to some of our products during the war 
there were guarantees of price, regulations, 
and other governmental activities and pow- 
ers exercised in the natidnal defense. With 
the passing of the war these activities and 
powers pass. 

“With the exception of the settlement at 
the guaranteed price for wheat harvested 
in 1919, farm products hereafter are to be 
dependent wholly upon the ratio of supply 
to demand and upon the ordinary influences 
which affect commodities of trade, and the 
best service that can be rendered to the 
American farmer in this situation is to help 
him to adjust his business to the conditions 
that exist and are in prospect. 

“It is most difficult now to foresee what 
the demand for farm prodacts wil| be when 
the harvests of 1919 are gathered. I think 
there never was a time when farmers ought 
to study more carefully the foreign news of 
the day. They have a profound interest in 
the political, economic and social “develop 
ments in Europe, because upon these de 
velopments will depend the ability of the Eu 
ropean countries both to produce and to buy 
Upon what he may be able tp produce in 191? 
and upon what they may be able to buy from 
the crop of 1919 depends the prosperity ol 
the American farmer. 

NO OVERPRODUCTION LIKELY. 

“Generally speaking, as the Secretary of 
Agriculture has informed us, and as the agri- 
cultural commissioners to Europe confirmed, 
there is assured prospect that Europe will 
need continuing large American supplies of 
live-stock products. It appears reasonable, 
also, to assume that Europe can not, within 
the year or within the producing part of the 
year, restore prewar farming operations. 

“While there is no possible way of de- 
termining with any degree of accuracy how 
soon the disordered countries of Europe wil! 
compose themselves, my personal guess is 
that the central nations will come to order 
to a sufficient extent to increase their oro 
duction of.last year, but not to the point of 
prewar production, and to purchase what 
they need of our supplies, principally of live- 
stock products.” 

Mr. Ousley spoke of the shifting of labor 
from a war to a peace basis and of the.. 
drain made by the industries and the army 
upon farm labor. He declared that the farm. 
ers are likely to have the labor problem to 
contend with again in 1919. ° 

“The facts, it seems to me,” he said, “war- 
rant two expectations—one is that there ie 
not likely to be excess production on the 
whole and the other is that the farmer is not 
likely to have plentiful labor at low wages. 
The wise farmer, therefore, will plant as 
largely as he can reasonably hope to culti- 
vate well, but will not plant beyond a rea- 
sonable calculation as to the probable supply 
of labor.” 

The Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
then spoke of the necessity for reforms in 
the marketing of farm products’ to the énd 
that the producer receive a larger percent- 
age of the price paid by the consumer for 
his staples. He urged a thorourh study of 
the question of personal credits for farmers. 
He also pointed out the value and effective- 
ness of cooperation among the farmers 
themselves tn the handling of market and 
credit questions. He emphasized the su- 
preme importance of self-reliance upon the 
part of farmers in the attainment of their 
desires. 


NO FAVORITISM. 

“Successful farming, like successful mer- 
chandising, or successful manufacturing,” 
said Mr. Ousley. “is a matter not of govern. 
ment policy but of intelligence and industry, 
for as to nearly all that might be done by 
the government co-operative group action is 
as potential In effect and ise much wiser in 
the lomg run bectuse it furnishes masse 
power and yet preserves the individualism 
which has been the instrument of American

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PIGEONS FOR THE 
BACK-YARD GARDEN. 


Pigeons are a valuable source of meat and 
income to the back-yard gardener who 
knows how to handle them. (First of all the 
pigeon-taiser must take to heart the com- 
mand “Love Thy Neighbor as Thyself.” If 
he makes a profit on pigeons, but those 
Same pigeons eat his neighbor's garden, 
then he loses the latter's friendship, dis- 
courages their efforts, and makes a nuisance 
of himself. On the other hand, the idea 
that one cannot have pigeons because of his 
own and the neighbors’ gardens is erroneous. 
lf he goes at it right, he can do all the 
better with pigeons through having green 
stuff from the garden to help out on the 
feed question.

HINTS ON FEEDING 
OF CHICKENS. 


With many people in the mood to purchase 
pure-Diooded fowl (due primarily to the re- 
storation of normal economic conditions and 
& corresponding activity in al! divisions of 
rural industry) the following suggestions 
from Judge George W. Masterson on the 
care and feeding of poultry will be found 
interesting and instructive: 


“Morning,- feed grain in litter, a pint to 
each ten birds; at 11:30 a.m., feed green 
feed; 1 p.m., a handful of grain to each 
two birds. Vary the size of the handful 
according to the appetite of the fowls: at 
& p.m., feed a moist mash composed of al- 
falfa meal that has set eight or ten hours 
in a closed bucket after being covered well 
with belling water. One part alfalfa meal to 
two parts mash, well mixed. 

“For grain we use the best, but select for

Give the hen a feed of whole corn and wa- 
ter before she gets the chicks, and she will 
be well satisfied for a day and not worry 
about being hungry. Chicks should be fed 
five times a day for the first fourteen days 
and after that three times a day. Chick 
feed mornings and nights: with the other 
three feeds, a mixture of bread crumbs, oat- 
meal and a good chick meal for the first 
week: second week, give bran in hopper for 
second feed.

STOCKS OF BUTTER 
EGGS, CHEESE, LOW. 


Shortages of cold-storage eggs, butter and 
cheese are indicated by the report of storage 
stocks issued by the Bureau of Markets, 
United States Department of Agriculture. 
There were 590.000 fewer cases of eggs in 
cold storage January 1, 1919, than on Janu- 
ary 1 last year. During January of last year 
1,000,000 d@ases were removed from cold 
storage, this being 220,000 cases more than 
the total holdings on January 1 of this year, 
which amounted to 780,000 cases. Although 
there were 350,000 fewer cases placed in cold 
storage this seasOn than last, the withdraw- 
als tp January 1 were 240,000 cases more.

SAVE FEED SACKS. 
Beonomical farmers do not throw their 
feed sacks into a corner, or worse, let them 
fall In various parts of the farmyard or 
barn, where they are subject to rotting in- 
fluences. Make a rack for the sacks, out of, 
a piece of gas pipe or scantling, suspended 
from the farm ceiling by 2x4 pieces, con- 
venient to the feed alley. It is then bat a 
matter of a few minutes to bundle them. 
Overcrowding is bad practice, either in 
bouses or yards. Ample room for roosting 
and plenty of space to “rustle” in, are ele- 
ments that stand for health and vigor.

Farm News of the Creal 


DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS. 


LYTHE.—There is intense activity in 
B land im Palo Verde Valley in 
thie vicinity. Im the fiscal year ending 
August 31, 1918, over 3000 acres of raw land 
was brought under the irrigation ditches, 
with a cost for water stock of approximate- 
ly $120,000. In addition, about $150,000 was 
expended in leveling anf clearing. This 
year in all parts of the valley ranchers are 
preparing to increase their tillage. The 
water company is extending ditches in all 
directions. During the next three months 
is the time for application for water stock, 
and great activity is anticipated. 

Tom Clark is exhibiting some “Aztec 
beans,” which are said to have come from 
the cliff dwellings in Arizona. They are a 
glossy white, almost an inch in length and 
almost as big as small bird’s eggs. Some 
of them will be planted in a local vegetable 
garden to test their quality. 


PRUNING DISCUSSED. 
WHITTIER.—One of the most success- 


ful meetings of the local Farm Bureau Cen- 
ter.to date was the recent citrus pruning 
demonstration conducted by Farm Adviser 
Hodgson at the placé of Mr. MacMillan, lo- 
ca} nurseryman, corner of Seventh and Los 
Robles streets, on the afternoon of Thurs- 
day, February 6. Some sixty-five growers 
were in attendance and several very prof- 
itable hours were spent in pruning lemons 
and oranges and discussing pruning prob- 
lems. Mr. Hodgson emphasized particular- 
ly the necessity for pruning citrus trees in 
order to prevent them from becoming too 
large to handle economically, as well as so 
dense and thick that no fruit is borne on 
the inside of the tree, thus wasting nitch 
bearing area. He advocated cutting out all 
undesirable growth, avoiding heading back 
or “stubbing” particularly, and keeping the 
trees open enough to admit plenty of light 
and sunshine so as to induce fruit wood 
formation. 


FARM CENTERS MEET. 


DOWNEY.—One of the most profitable 
farm bureau meetings ever held in this sec- 
tion was the recent livestock demonstra- 
tion at the Los Angeles County Farm near 
here, participated in hy the centers of 
Downey and Clearwater. Farm Advisers 
Scribner and Gordon were scheduled to take 
part in the meeting, but the fl of Mr. 
Scribner made it necessary for Mr. Gordon 
“to carry out the demonstration alone.

STARTING HIGHWAY. 

PORTERVILLE.—M. A. Shafer, who was 
awarded the contract for the Porterville 
Poplar highway, is now starting work, a 
fleet of trucks now being engaged in the 
distribution of material. This road will be

asphalt surface, although not quite as good 
as the orange grove route, which is consid- 
ered by some highway engineers the best 
rural highway in California. The new high- 
Way, as well as that to Springville, on the 
road to the Sierra Mountain resorts, should 
be completed by early summer and will give 
paved road ons in all directions 


THOUSAND-POUND COW. 
TULARE. — The Tulare dairy 
has produced the first thousand-pound 
cow of the San Joaquin Valley, and 


one which came near establishing a 
new record for the State. The great Hol- 
stein which established the new local mark 
is« Hertinga Willis, a 7-yearold, owned by 
W. J. Higdon. Im the year’s test the cow 
produced 23,9634 pounds of milk, which 
yielded 1003.25 pounds of butter fat. This 
record has never been approached in this 
immediate district, and there are few cows 
on the Pacific Coast which have exceeded 
it. Another cow in the herd, Wayne of Rock 
Martha, a 2-year-cld, has just completed a 
seven-day test In which she produced 18.36 
pounds of butter from 420 pounds of milk. 


MAY JOIN STATE BODY. 


FULLERTON.—aAn effort is being made 
by the California Tomato Growers’ Associa- 
tion to have the Orange County Produce 
Growers’ Association affiliate with it. Un- 
til this year the California association han- 
dled only canned tomatoes for its members, 
but im the future will handle all kinds of 
vegetables, fresh and canned.

450,000 bags of new beans were 
thus pooled. This action was taken owing 
to the fact that the present inactivity and 
demoralization of the bean market is such 
that it is thought special sales efforts are 
needed and a much stronger marketing con- 
trol necessary in order to move the remaia- 
der of the bean trop in the hands of the

“The 
main building will be 100x150 feet In size 
and the contractor estimates it will be ready 
for installation of machinery within ninety 
days. Meantime the agents of the company 
have signed up large contracts for the de 
livery of whole milk and have placed orders 
for their equipment. It is expected the first 
Tulare cheese will be on the market within 
about four months. 


CITRUS RETURNS LARGE. 


SANTA ANA.—The total citrus output of 
Orange county last season was close to §$11,- 
000,000. Forty per cent. of this amount was 
handled by the Orange County Citrus Ex- 
change which sent out 1113 cars of oranges 
and 603 cars of lemons. These brought over 
$4,000,000. The Valencias are the leaders 
and 449,423 boxes were shipped. Lemons 
came next with 22,359 boxes. Then came 
navel oranges 46,305 boxes, and 10,835 boxes 
of sweets. This is from the association only, 
and 60 per cent. will have to’ be added to 
the county.

rhe wise school teacher will always select 
the leaders in the classes in order to torce 
the slow ones up to the standard of the 
faster scholars. Waile this applies to the 
building up in the proper education of the 
human family, it is abeolutely the reverse in 
tree life. The proper method to establish a 
peach or apricot orchard is to closely watch 
the trees from the very starting point, pinch- 
ing off all of the fast growing shoots in 
order to allow the slow ones to come up and 
tuke their proper places in the forming and 
proper balancing of the trees. If the method 
ot pinching out the fast growing shoots is 
adopted by the grower, he will avoid the 
great amount of cutting which wil) be neces. 
sary with a careless starting of the trees. 
This cutting of large, useless growth in the 
tree leaves a certain amount of dead wood 
which makes a hard struggle for the trees 
to overcome. 


As the grower shapes the young tree, he 
should hold in his mind the picture of an 
inverted umbrella, the ribs of which are rep- 
resented by the branches of the tree. He 
should bring each tree as nearly as possible 
to this shape by pinching out al! useless 
suckers and always. when pruning in the 
early stages of the establishment of the or- 
chard, should cut out the inside buds. or in 
other words, always prune to the outside 
bud in order to keep the trees well spread, 
allowing sufficient alr and light to reach the 
inside of the trees. If this method ts prop- 
erly followed, the results are that the trees 
are never allowed to attain any great height. 
so that the fruit buds will commence on the 
lower part of the .ribs of the umbrella and 
continue to the poInt where they are headed. 
The warmth, air, and light in the center of 
the trees force out thousands of latent buds 
each year on the inside of the trees as well 
as on the outside of the trees: whereas, if 
the trees were allowed to grow thickly. 
smothering themselves, these latent buds are 
found to be dry and non-productive of frait 
for the next year. 

FAVORS HEAVY PRUNING. 

After the trees commence to bear fruit 
under this method, they should be heavily 
‘pruned in the fall. All branches starting 
from the lower part extending out at the 
angle of 45 to 50 deg. should be kept short- 
ened so that they beconie stronger each 
year and are able to carry load without 
breaking. Imagine the pruner coming up te 
a tree, just at this time a proper cylinder. 
He first should start around the tree, taking 
off all wood from the lower layers of the 
ribs of thé umbrella, that is not fruit-prodec- 
ing. These branches should be cut as near- 
ly an equal distance from the ribs of the 
-ambrella as possible, all around the tree. 
The next layer should be allowed to extend 
out a little farther, as the limbs nearer the 
top of the tree are more nearly vertical. 
This policy should be carried out as nearly 


j of its 6wn wants and the grower should al- 


take into consideration the great energy that 
the tree has to exert in order to carry the 
sap to the greater distance. It is a well 
known fact that the fruit which grows 
mearer the ground and especially that which 
grows on the ribs of the umbrella, as afore 
said, is larger, better colored and of a much 
higher quality. 
IRRIGATION AND PLOWING. 

Propef irrigation plays a great part in the 
constant bearing of the peach and apricot. 
My own personal observation of -the proper 


methods to irrigate these frujts, is to thor 
oughly saturate the soil by a complete flood- 
ing and deep wetting of al| the ground in the 
orchard during the month of May in this 
interior climate. Then after the irrigation, 
when the soil is in proper condition, a deep 
plowing or cultivating should be dofte, leav- 
ing the soil in a thoroughly pulverized con- 
dition. ,This is all that is aecessary until 
after the fruit crop is gathered. Then if the 
trees have still sufficient moisture to keep 
them in a good green condition, hold off the 
water unti| they begin to show signs-of the 
need of moisture.

ways keep this point in mind. As soon as 
the tree shows signs of a need of more mois- 
ture after it is relieved of its crop, the 
same heavy irrigation should be given with 
the same methods of plowing or cultivation. 
if this creatment is properly followed, the 
crops will be uniform each year. The irriga- 
tion after the tree is relieved of its burden 
starts the fruit buds thickly all over the 
tree, preparing for the next crop. Remem- 
ber, that while the peach and apricot may 
appear to be dormant at times, yet.there is 
no period in their existence when they are 
ever dormant. : 

As soon as the crop is gathered and the 
proper irrigation and cultivation are added, 
the tree immediately starts in to prepare, 
for the next year’s crop. Should the season 
be scanty of rainfall, then in the fall, say 
November or December, another light ‘rriza- 
tion should be given. At all times during 
the winter months, after irrigation, or rains, 
the ground should be kept perfectly mulched 
by the cultivator. This of itself is worth 
many times the cost of the operation to the 
grower, as by keeping the soil well mulched 
after rains, the ground becomes perfectly 
aerated. it also prevents the crusting of the 
surface of the soil which robs the tree of the 
tree air that it must have during its seeming- 
ly dormant period, the same as it must have 
iv ite growing period 

There are many advantages to be obtained 
from the low headed trees. In the firsat 
place, the expense of pruning its lessened:

tractors burning kerosene or distillate. The 
priming may be done either through a pet- 
cock or priming plug. Whenever an en- 
gine is primed, a short time should be al- 
lowed for the fuel to vaporize and mix with 
the alr before attempting to crank the en- 
gine. If this is not done the vapor will pass 
out a little at a time through the exhaust 
valve as the engine is cranked, and the 
priming will not serve its purpose.

Two lectures of one hour's duration each 
will be given daily by J. B. Davidson, — 
fessor of agricultural engineering, of 
university. Prof. L. J. Fietcher and Be.

classroom work on the following subjects: 
1—Bearing babbitting, scraping and adfust- 
ing: 2—Soldering, radiator repair work, 
valve grinding and piston ring fitting; 3— 
Tractor operation and inspection; 4—Trac- 
tor overhauling; 56—Carburetor construction 
and adjustment. 6—Magnetos.

THE POTATO CROP. 

The American potato crop of 1918 was 
barvested almost as usual in the relative 
quantity dug each month, reports the Bu- 
reau of Crop Estimates. Before August, 13 
per cent. of the total crop of early and late 
potatoes was harvested, and this was also 
the fraction for August. In September, 23 
per cent. of the crop was dug; in October, 
42 cent.;: and in November and Decem-

CROP REPORTING. 

Much of the crop -reporting feld work 
done for the United States Department of 
Agriculture is by reporters who receive no 
pay, and who assume duties because of pub- 
lic spirit and love of the work. The longest 
service by a crop reporter for the Bureau 
of Crop Estimates was Sfty-three years by 
Upton C. Deardorff of Dover, 0., who re. 
cently died at the age of 91 years.

FARM WAGES DOUBLE 
IN SIXTEEN YEARS. 


Wages for farm labor in the United States 
have more than doubled since 1902 and have 
increased 43 to 64 per cent. for the different 
classes of hirings since 1916, or 53 per cént. 
for farm labor in general. These compart- 
sons are warranted by the results of a recent 
investigation made by the Bureau of Crop 
Estimates, United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

For 1918 the wage rate per month with 
board was $34.92, without board $47.07; per 
day in harvest with board, $2.65; without 
board, $3.22; per day out of harvest with 


board, $2.07, without board, $2.65. These are 
averages for the United States. The highest 
rates were fh the Far West, and next below 
fare those of the west Nortu Central States. 
The wake rates of the South Atlantic States 
were lowest and were a little below those of 
the South Centra?*States, as State-grown av-

erages. A record of fifty-three years of farm 


: wages places 1998 at the top, and far above 


the highest rates of the half century before 
1916. Wage earnings measured by purchas. 
ing power may warrant a different statement. 

While the wages of farm labor have creat- 
ly increased in only two yeays and have 
doubled in sixteen years, it is interesting 
to obgerve that from the time of low-water 
mark in farm wages, twenty-five years ago 
in the great industrial depression of 1893- 
1897, the rates have increased from 165 to 
229 per cent. for the different classes of 
hirings. 

Day wages on farme increased in greater 
degree than month wages did during the 
last two years, and this is true for the 
last sixteen years except for month wages 
with board. Wages by the day for work 
dutside of harvest have advanced more 
strongly than for harvest work. , Apparently 
the procurement of month labor is less of a 
problem to the farmer than the finding of 
day labor, especially for work outside of har 
vest.

The war in Europe cut off our supply of 
platinum. This heaviest of metals reached, 
early in the war, the unprecedented price of 
$100 an ounce—four times the price in 1908, 
and more than four times the value cf an 
ounce of gold: and the price has been 
steadily ciimbing ever since. 

The warrire nations forbade their citizens 
to export p’atinum. because it was used in 
making munitions. and the consequent short- 
age greatly inconvenienced American manu- 
facturers of fine jewelry and electrical, 
photographic, dental and surgical supplies. 

In Germany many manufacturers substi- 
tuted where they could an alloy of rhodium 
and palladium, two’other metals of the plati- 
num family. Instead of platinum wire, our 
own manufacturers of electrical supplies are 
using for the lead-in wires in electric lamps 
wire made of nickel-chromium, metallic 
tungsten or molybdenum. For the ignition 
points of spark plugs they are using tung- 
sten and for the resistance wires of electric 
furnaces, molybdenum. 

Most of the platinum comes from a com- 
paratively small area in Russia among the 
Ural Mountains where the metal occurs in 
deposits of alluvial gravel along the banks 
and beneath the beds of the rivers.

Our native Americans do not catch our 
fish, grow our vegetables or wash our clothes 
and act as house servants. We might say 
frankly to these Chinamen that they are too 
foreign to marry here and produce good half- 
breed offspring.

I 
do not pretend to understand this matter of 
Chinese immigration. I only suggest to Call- 
forian women that they know just why these 


men may not come to us. If they are being 


kept out by a small class of citizens who will 
not do our menial work themselves for a fair 
price, the good of the majority is being sacrt- 
ficed to the unfair demands of a minority.

In 
this the French and other continental Euro 
peans excel the British and Americans. An 
Englishman living in France wrote to the 
Paris Daily Mail that his French bonne 
spent less for matches than his Mnelish 
servant. The French woman paid 10 cents 
for a box of matches so poor that they are 
a nationa] joke. The English servant paid 
2 or 3 cents for a package of good safety 
matches. 

I often wonder as I look at the shelves of 
a general provisions store whether our 
women are right in buying so many things 
put up in cans and in packages.

N THE morning of April 14, 1903, the 

body of a murdered man was found 

in @ sugar barrel in front of an iron 

foundry at Avenue D and Bleventh 
street, New York City. 

There was nothing to establish the identity 
of the victim and for days it looked as 
though the case would go to swell the ever- 
increasing number of unsolved murder mys- 
terles.. The police surgeon who examined 
the body expressed the opinion that death 
had come only an hour or two before the 
discovery of the remains. 

dead man appeared to be about 40 
years of age, was swarthy complexioned, and 
his ears were pierced for rings. He had 
dark, brown, curly hair, a dark mustache 
splashed with gray and two old scars on the 
left cheek, which formed the shape of the 
letter V. His clothing was good, his hands 
soft and he had every appearance of refine- 
ment. In his pocket was a crucifix and 
acress his waistcoat a silver watch chain of a 
pattern common in Southern Italy. 


No tess than two dozen wounds were 
found on his throat. The clothing contained 
no marks beyond a stamp on the sleeves, 
reading “Burt & Co., opposite Produce Ex- 
change.” The big barrel had stenciled on 
the bottom “W and T” and on the sides “G 
223." The manager and the operatives in the 
irom foundry could throw no light on the 
mystery. The bedy was kept in the station 
house all day and at night sent to the 
morgue. At both places it was viewed by 
hundreds of persons, but none were able 
to identify it. 


But Two Theories 
to Work On. 


HE police came to two conclusions: 

First, that the victim was an Italian, 
and second, that it was a Mafia murder. 
There could be no doubt that the crime was 
for vengeance. Otherwise the watch chain 
*would have been stolen. Minute descrip- 
tions of the man were sent to every police 
precinct In New York City. Inspector Mc 
Closky, of the New Yo.k Detective Bureau, 
put a dozen of hig men on the case, with 
fferty in charge. Every 
possible clue was run out but without get- 
ting any tangible results. 

William J. Flynn was chief of the Eastern 
Division of the United States Secret Serv- 
ice, with headquarters In New York City. 
Detective Fiyun, who afterwards became 
chief of the Secret Service for the United 
States, had an enviable reputation for track- 
ing counterfeiters and bringing them to jus- 
tice. He was one of the thousands who read 
the story of the barrel mystery in the New 
York newspapers. He was a very busy man 
aud this was a crime that did not come with- 
in his jurisdiction, but the details of the 
case attracted him strangely. The descrip- 
tion of the murdered man haunted his mind. 
He felt sure that he had met such 4 man in 
the flesh and ransacked his memory in the 
effort to recall the time and place. 

For twelve weeks Chief Flynn had been 
on the trail of a gang of dangerous counter- 
feiters. They came from Italy and had been 
circulating bogus five dollar bank notes pur- 
porting to be issued by the Iron National 
Bank of Morristown, N. J. After months of 
patient shadowing he had traced these men 
to two places in New York City. One was 
the cafe of Pietro Inzarillo, at 226 Elizabeth 
street; the other the saloon of Ignazio Supo, 
on Prince street. Here they met night after 
night and discussed their counterfeiting 
schemes and planned other unlawful enter- 
prises. 

Fiynn was satisfied that these men were 
circulating the bogus notes on the New Jer- 


se.

OLLOWING is from D. Edson Smith of 

Santa Ana, Cal., who celebrated his 
eightieth birthday on January 11. I 
have known Mr. Smith for thirty 
years. When I first met him, he was cultl- 
vating a twenty acre tract widely recognized 
as an ideal of intensive culture. He still 
lives on a corner of the tract. How many 
meat eating three-meals-a-day readers of the

“There should be nothing remarkable about 
any one reaching the age of 80 in good con- 
dition. Instead of only one in a thousand, 
as how, reaching that age, there should be 
only one in a thousand who did not reach that 
age, in good health.

In time I 
learned by study and experience how to 
avoid disease. I need not enter into the de. 
taille of how I live to avoid all sickness, for 
you have told how over and over again in 
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CARE THE BODY 


your Care of the Body articies. If people 
would carry out the instructions you gave in 
your article in the Times Magazine of De- 
cember 1, 1918. they need never become 
sick. Or if sick they could regain good 
health. 


“Clogging the machine by overeating is 
the greatest cause of ill health, from the 
cradle to the coffin. 


“It took me many years of sad experience 
to learn that one of the principal reasons 
why the mats of the people of this nation did 
not live a third of their normal life was be- 
cause of their dally consumption of coffee, 
meat, eggs, fine flour, butter and sugar. none 
of which are normal foods. And it took me 
sixty years to learn that the two greatest ’ 
errors in the combination or mixing of foods 
were in mixing starches and acid foods, or 
starches and cane sugar, combinations made 
daily by the majority of people... I now be- 
lieve that I have suffered from violent sick 
headaches more from eating strawberry 
shortcake and similar foods, than from all 
else combined. 


“Il am sure that the best food for man is 
fruits, nuts and raw vegetable salads. If 
grains are used occasionally they should be 
whole grains and cooked slowly eight or ten 
hours in a double boilér or fireless cooker, 
We do not keep either bread or potatoes in 
the house, as a rule. If we want any wheat 
flour we grind the wheat in a hand mill. 

“After fifty years’ experience and obserya- 
tion | am satisfied that, no matter what the 
kind of work. or length of the work day, it 
can be done with less wear and tear of brain 
and brawn on not more than two meals, the 
heaviest meal to be taken after the work ts 
done. 


“From many years’ experience and obser- 
vation I am sure that the best and first thing 
to do at the beginning of any disease is to 
fast for from one to forty days: My first 
‘conquest’ fast was for twenty-eight days. 

“The machine—the body—should always 
te kept scrupulously clegn, outside and in. 
by the proper use of water. An evacuation 


of the bowels should take place at least+ 


twice a day, and the feces should be inof- 
fensive. Right living, and a proper use of 
the enema will surelv surely bring about this 
pleasant result. 

“For outer cleansing of the body nothing 
equals a sweat bath. I have taken at least 
two a week, in a cabinet, in my bathroom, 
for over forty years. 

“Pure air. is another necessity for good 
health. For thirty years my large bedroom 
has constantly admitted the fresh air from 
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the four quarters of heaven, through four 
large. unglazed windows. 

“Another important factor of good health 
is always to keep an even mind. Never 
worry. Never think evil of any one. If I 
nad the other fellow’s heredity and environ- 
ment I would do as he does. Do the best 
you know how, and be thankful that every- 
thing with you ts as well as it is. Be good 
and do good.” 


Physical Culture for Children. 


YSICAL culture in the day elementary 
schools of Los Angeles is to be compul- 


sory. This is a good thing, which I have 
always advocated. It is a beneficent con- 


structive measure, therefore the opposite of 
compulsory medical examinations, leading 
inevitably to compulsory destructive medica- 
tion, inoculation and operation. 

Give the children a good start in life, with 
sound minds in sound bodies. Also, teach 
the children—and their mothgrs—how prop- 
erly to build the bodies by food .

A Message to Neptune 
in Six Hours. 


WIRELESS message sent from the 
earth would reach the planet Neptune 
in the same length of time as would be re- 
quired by a ray of light, that is to say, in 
about six hours; having in the meantime 
also touched at the intervening planets. Ac- 
cording to the latest theory of astronomers, 
based upon the disclosure of astrophysics, 
the atmospheric and other conditions of the 
fellow-planets of the earth are not favorable 
for animal life; and it therefore is not lke- 
ly that any organized creatures which, might 
possibly dwell there possess a sufficient de- 
gree of Intelligence to have developed the 
means of receiving or transmitting any such 
messages. If any do dwell there, so much 
the better; if not, the waves carrying the 
messages would continue their interminable 
flight through space, until they seached the 
shores of planets in other solar systems and 
there, perhaps, find instruments attuned for 
their reception. 
Going outside our own solar system, the 
nearest sun to us is Alpha Centauri. Its 
distance from us is so prodigious that, al-

though it travels through space at an almost 
incredible speed, its position in the heavens 
appears to shift less than a foot in 200 years.

As Signor Marconi says he sent forth his 
radio-messages into space ten years ago, it 
is possible that, by this time, they have been 
received by dwellers of planets which un- 
doubtedly course around both Alpha Cen- 
tauri and Sirius, and that answering mes- 
sages are on the way and may reach the 
earth in six years, from the nearer star; in 
ten years from the more remote one (Sirius.)
